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Tax Assessor Asks County Commission For $27,834.34 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, March 10, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Tax Assessor Mac McKinney 
ask for $27,834.34 to cover 
additional salaries he had to pay 
due to the reappraisal program. 


McKinney presented figures 
to the Commission that showed 
he had to pay $12,141.19 in 
extra salaries from April 1978 to 
October 1978, and an additional 
$15,693.15 in salaries from 


October 1978 through Septem- 
ber 1979. McKinney told the 
Commission he had _ spent 
$27,834.34 out of his pocket, 
and asked if he could be repaid. 


Documents presented at the 
meeting showed that the Attor- 
ney General was asked about 
whether or not it wouki be legal 
to pay McKinney, and the 
answer was ‘‘It will be neces- 
sary for the county commission 
to determine for itself that the 
additional cost and the salaries 


to be paid were the result of the 
reappraisal program. However, 
acting on the fact that the 
presumption is true, the Com- 
mission could reimburse the tax 
assessor for the work he per- 
formed.”’ 


“It's not as bad as I 
thought,’’ stated McKinney, 
“and I had expected it to be 
about $10,000 higher. I had to 
pay $6,800 to have car receipts 
written out by hand, and I 
haven't had a good night's sleep 


in over a year, I have employed 
a certified public accountant to 
compute my additional expens- 
es down to the nickel, and the 
figure is correct.’’ 


“I don't think a public 
official should have to take 
money out of his own pocket to 
run his office,’ said Commis- 
sioner Bennie Bekcham, ‘‘but I 
don’t think the Commission 
should have to cover the whole 
bill. Each agency effected 
should pay their share of the 


bill.”” 


The Commission discussed 
the pay request at some lengths 
and agreed some amount should 
be paid, but felt a detailed study 
should be made to make sure all 
the money requested was in- 
deed spent on reappraisal. 


Monday's meeting began at 
10:00 a.m. with all commission-

The meeting opened with 
Judge Sawyer reading letters 
from New Brockton Mayor 
Frank Sawyer and the New 
Brockton Rescue Squad, both of 
whom thanked the Commission 
for their recent $5000 donation 
to the Rescue Squad. 


The Commission approved 
two A-95 Reviews for federal 
funding. They were $475,404 to 
help the Organized Community 
Action Program (Headstart), 
and $191,512 for the Alabama 
Migrant and Seasonal Farm 
Workers Council. 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins requested the date of 
his retirement be moved up to 
May 20, and the Commission 
accepted his resignation effect- 
ive on the date requested. 
Mullins, who is 69 years old, has 
worked with the county a total of 
19 years, and has been County 
Engineer for the past 3 years in 
his latest stint with the county. 
Probate Judge James Sawyer 
praised Mullins for his many 
years of service, while Com- 
missioner Beckham stated he 
would accept the resignation 
‘with reluctance.”’ 


Mullins reminded the Com- 
mission that at the previous 
meeting he reported plans were 
being drawn up to repair a 
bridge on the Airport Road in 
Elba, and at Monday’s meeting 
he presented the paperwork that 
must be sent to the state, 


“The bridge is dangerous,”’ 
warned Mullins, ‘‘and it will be 
expensive to repair it. If the 
money becomes available at the 
state level, these plans will help 
us get some funds. The plans 
must be authorized by the State 
before any work can be done, 
and by getting them authorized 
now, we'll stand a better chance 
of being funded.’’ 


The Commission approved 
sending the plans to the State 
with a check for $900 so a 
preliminary study can be made 
as soon as possible. 


The county engineer also 
reported his department had 
received a grant for $45,000 in 
off-systems money, and stated 
the funds would resurface ap- 
proximately two miles of roads. 
The Commission discussed 
which roads needed resurfac- 
ing, at which time Mullins 
stated, ‘‘Just put your finger on 
a map of the county and it will 
need it. We have over 135 miles 
of roads that need work done on 
them.’’ After discussing the 
conditions of various roads, it 
was decided the money would 
be used to resurface a two-mile, 
stretch on the Taylor Mill Road 
(on County Road 54 from the 
intersection of County Road 11 
to Highway 141). 


Two jail reports were pre- 
sented to the Commission, and 
both were satisfactory except for 
the inspection of the kitchen. An 
inspection by the State Board of 
Corrections listed the following 
findings: Building - in good 
condition, except dirty grills on 
windows; Safety Features - 
good, except stairs rated as 
poor; and Food Services - not 
good. The condition of the 
kitchen is poor, shelves poor, 
screen poor, storage poor and 
refrigeration poor. Standards of 
Sanitation are not adequate! 


A general report on the jail 
stated that heating and ventila- 
tion is not adequate, and that 
the jail does not meet ‘‘fumiga- 
tion regulations’’ stated in Title 
14, Chapter 6-96. Continuing, 
the report stated unnecessary 
items are in the jail, such as 
electrical appliances and exten- 
sion cords. The kitchen, 
according to the inspector, is 
“too small for the jail and in 
poor condition.’’ 


The report did note many

improvements made at the jail, 
but also complained the jail 
population was over its capacity, 
and stated two prisoners were 
sleeping on tables, and one was 
forced to sleep in the drunk 
tank. 


The only violation reported 
in a Health Department inspec- 
tion was overhead sewage in the 
jail. 


Mr. Charles Baker, the 
county resident who sold the 
county land for the new sanitary 
landfill, was at the meeting 
Monday and asked about the 
method used to pay for the land. 
The county made an $18,000 
down payment on the land and 
originally agreed to pay off the 
remaining $43,877.20 in four 
annual installments. 


Baker discussed the advant- 
ages of receiving the total 
amount owed in a lump sum, 
but later decided to check with 
an accountant before finalizing a 
payment plan. 


If a resolution adopted by 
the Commission is acted on 
favorably by the local legislative 
delegation, the next commis- 
‘sioners will receive a pay 
increase. Commissioners now 
receive $350 a month in salary 
and $450 a month as an expense 
account, or a total of $800 a 
month, 


“TI think $350 a month is 
inadequate as a salary,’’ de- 
clared Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham, ‘‘and I would like to 
see an increase in either the 
Salary or expense account. 
When I go to meetings and tell 
people what I make they think 
it’s ajoke. I think we should ask 
the county’s legislative delega- 
tion to discuss the request, and 
if they feel we deserve a raise, 
introduce a bill to increase the 
salary of the next group of 
commissioners.’’

When the time came to pay 
bills, all went smoothly until a 
$693.75 bill from a Birmingham 
law firm hit the table. The bill 
circulated around the table 
twice without being signed, and 
on its third trip, it did pick up 
the signatures of Bennie Beck- 
ham and Max J. Reeves. 
However, when the meeting 
was adjourned, the bill was still 
on the table with only two 
signatures. 


The bill, from the law firm of 
Cabaniss, Johnston, Gardner, 
Dumas and O'Neal, was for 
legal services in preparation of a 
sales tax resolution as requested 
by County Attorney Warren 
Rowe. The matter centers 
around a court order to build a 
jail in Enterprise, and a resolu- 
tion adopted in November, 
1979, which instructed Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer, in his 


capacity as Chairman of the 
Commission, to explore meth- 
ods of financing the cost of the 
project, including Federal 
grants, and to report to the 
Commission at the next regular 
meeting in December, 1979. 


Judge Sawyer authorized 
payment of the bill, but the 
controversy has apparently 
risen because some commis- 
sioners feel the action to employ 
the law firm was taken without 
their knowledge, and in conflict 
with the resolution. A bill must 
be approved by a majority of the 
Commission (4) to become legal, 
and if the above-mentioned bill 
fails to get the needed signa- 
tures, it could be charged back 
to Judge Sawyer and the 
commissioners who signed it. 


In other action at Monday's, 


meeting, the Commission: 


***heard County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins report repair 
work would be done on a 
drainage ditch on Bellwood 
Road when time permitted; 
***approved an additional 2- 
week vacation without pay for a 
county employee; 

***received a notice from Ala- 
bama Power Company that the 
county would save $828 per year 
on the light bill at the Farm 
Center due to the disconnecting 
of 6 light poles in the parking 
lot; 

***authorized Commission 
Clerk Brunease Winston and an 
assistant to attend a County 
Financial Management Work- 
shop at Eufaula, on March 
24 - 26; 

*** ranted a salary increase for 
Joseph B. Adkinson; and 
***received a letter from 
George Hocutt concerning the 
Coffee County Civil Defense 
Program. In the letter, Mr. 
Hocutt reported he had ‘‘dis- 
covered at least three facts 
about this program. Fact #1: 
The success or failure of a civil 
defense program depends solely 
on the County Commission. 
They are responsible for hiring a 
i ea director and provid- 
ing him the necessary funds. 

Fact #2: For the past few 
years, Coffee County has had a 
so-called ‘‘part-time’’ director 
who has accomplished little or 
nothing in providing this county 
with an adequate civil defense 
program which has resulted in - 

Fact #3: As of July 1, the 
Federal Government and State 
Government (which has been 
supplying 50% of the funds) will 
terminate support of our ‘‘Do 
Nothing’’ program.”’ 

Hocutt later urged the Com- 
mission to do several thin 
including appropriating monies 
to implement the program and 
hiring a competent civil defense 
director. 


The meeting was adjourned, 
and the next meeting is sche- 
duled for Monday, March 24, in 
Elba. 


BRAINSTORMS 


Alabama voters went to the polls Tuesday in less than a record 
turnout. We are surprised that some people thought there would be 
a heavy voter turnout. The ‘‘experts’’ are now trying to figure out 
why unexcited Alabama voters fi to go to the polls, and why 
those who went voted against the amendments. Some day they will 
discover that the average voter is tired of the way things are going, 
and if they do bother to vote, they are going to voice a small protest. 
The small protest, coupled with many more small protests, makes 
for a big, loud roar. 


Ye ole editor voted on all the amendments . . . some yes and some 
no. We didn’t believe the story about saving the house renters 
money, and therefore, joined the majority in opposing that tax cut. 
We also opposed the mileage pay for the legislators, not because of 
the mondy, but as one more voice of protest against the last raise 
they voted themselves. We were with the majority on that matter. 
We went along with letting local school districts vote on their own 
additional school tax, and also to let peanut farmers establish their 
own insurance program. We were surprised to see so many of the 
non-peanut farmers even oppose this deal. All the amendments 
rtaining to local areas away from here got a yes vote from us, 
use it was really none of our business. Early returns, however, 
indicate some of these failed statewide. 


The only thi thet could bother us about the Jimmy Carter win over 
Ted Keauedy la that the margin was not a little larger! That is kinda 
ugly, but Teddy got enough votes to win a few delegates, and we 
didn’t want him to get any in Alabama. 


The Re win was expected, but means little now that Gerald 
Ford reopen foal his sapchins rolling again. My knowledge of 
politics is about equal to my knowledge of tomorrow's weather - 
which is just a guess - but I predict the November election will be 
between Carter and Ford. 


Several states have begun ‘‘indexing’’ their state income tax to 
compensate for this runaway inflation. They are doing the taxpayer 
a favor this way and are not reaping automatic tax increases without 
a vote. The thought now is that in Alabama we are not 
indexing, but are talking of an increase in the income tax on top of 
the inflation increases as incomes rise!

Charitable Deduction Should 
Be Allowed For All Taxpayers 


Fifty years ago the 
average American taxpayer 
worked from January | to 
February 3, a little over a 
month, just to pay his 
federal, state and local taxes. 

Today the taxpayer 
works through May 6, more 
than four months, before he 
starts working for himself 
and not the government. It is 
little wonder that more and 
more Americans are becom- 
ing angry and frustrated at 
our tax system which has 
become oppressive and un- 
fair. 

There are many things 
Congress can -- and should -- 
do to give immediate tax 
relief to the American people. 
One solution is to restore 
equity to our tax system. 

I am jointly sponsoring a 
bill, the Charitable Contribu- 
tions Bill which would restore 
equity to the system. This bill 
would amend the tax code to 
allow charitable contribution 
deductions to taxpayers 
whether or not they itemize 
their personal deductions. 

This bill would benefit 
the lower and middle income 
taxpayer almost exclusively. 
Wealthy taxpayers almost all 
itemize their deductions thus 
are able to take advantage of 
the deduction for contribu- 
tions they make to churches 
and charities. 

However, because of 
their income leyels, the ma- 

jority of lower and middle in- 
come taxpayers do not item- 
ize their deductions but take 
the standard deduction. 

While tax incentives are 
not the primary reason 
Americans give to churches 
and charities, there is little 
doubt that a tax incentive 
plays a role in determining 
not only whether a person 
gives, but how much he gives. 


A recent survey deter- 


mined that persons who item- 
ize their 
tribute almost twice as much 


to churches and charitable 
organizations as persons who 


do not itemize in the same in- 
come level. 

Unfortunately, _ private 
giving of time, money and 
labor have declined drastic- 
ally in recent years and a ma- 
jor reason is the tax code. In 
1970, 52 percent of all Amer- 
ican taxpayers took the stan- 
dard deduction. By 1978, 
that figure had risen to 77 
percent. During this same 
period contributions to 
churches and charities had 
dropped about $5 billion, 

I believe that enactment 
of this bill would encourage 
more private giving to 
churches and charities. 

Those in lower and mid- 
die income groups who take 
the standard deduction give 
money to their churches, the 
American Cancer Society, the 
United Way and other worthy 
causes just as wealthy people 
do -- but they are not given 
the tax break for doing so. 

Enactment of this bill 
will give a real and tangible 
tax cut to those who need it 
most -- the average working 
man and woman. 

This bill would simply 
adjust the tax code to con- 
form with our longstanding 
public policy that taxpayers 
should not be taxed on money 
they donate for the benefit of 
others, 

I believe it is time Con- 
gress sees to it that those who 
take the standard deduction 
are no longer penalized by 
having to pay taxes on money 
freely given for the good of 
churches and their communi- 
ty.

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HISTORY OF ELBA FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 


The Elba Baptist Church, now the First Baptist Church of Elba, 
was established in 1882. Rev. Jesse Mercer Rowe had been 
appointed Missionary of the Pea River Baptist Association by Dr. 
T.M. Bailéy, Secretary of the Baptist State Mission Board, and a 
firm believer in organized Baptist church work. 


While the town was about thirty years old, it had no Baptist 
church, probably because it was flanked by at least three churches - 
Shiloh, New Providence and Woodland Grove. New Providence was 
located on what is now Highway 84 East, at or near where the New 
Zion Negro Baptist Church now stands. It is said that the old New 
. . Providenced building was sold to the present Black Baptist Church, 

: when New Providence became inactive around the turn of the 
century. 


According to the late Judge J.A. Carnley, New Providence was 
one of the first Baptist churches to be established in the county. It 
existed for quite a while before the town of Elba was founded. 

In founding the Elba Church, Rev. J.M. Rowe was assisted by 
Rev. Pitt Calloway and Rev. Middleton Brooks. At the time the 
population of Elba was probably less than three hundred. 

The church was organized in the home of Dr. and Mrs. W.P. 
Boyd. The charter members were Dr. and Mrs. W.P. Boyd, Mr. 
and Mrs. S.B. Harper, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Harper, Mr. J.A. 
Prince, and possibly Judge and Mrs. B.M. Stevens, who, if not 
charter members, joined soon after. 


We do not have the exact date in 1882 when the church was 
organized, but it must have been rather late in the year, for the 
church did not join the Pea River Association until 1883. It was 
admitted to the Association at the annual meeting at New 
Providence on November 1, 1883. According to the Pea River 
Minutes on file at Samford University in Birmingham, the 
messengers were B.M. Stevens, S.B. Harper, and A.R. Chapman. 


Rev. J.M. Rowe was called as the first pastor of the new church, 
and served for approximately one year. Soon after the church was 
constituted, Judge B.M. Stevens was ordained to the Gospel 
Ministry, and he became the second pastor in 1883. 


Before the Elba church was organized, at least two attempts 
" were made by Shiloh and New Providence to consolidate and move 
« to Elba. The first of these efforts was on May 15, 1869, when in a 
church conference, Shiloh adopted a move to contact New 
Providence on the matter. New Providence apparently looked with 
favor on the proposal; however, at the next conference Shiloh voted

was a cemetery already started at Shiloh with a number of early 
members buried there. It is very difficult to move a church where 
this is true. Possibly there was also a cemetery at New Providence. 
Some of the local residents have said that there are a few graves not 
far from the church site. Later Shiloh made another effort to 
consolidate, but the merger failed to materialize. 


" When admitted to the Pea River Association in the Fall of 1883, 
the Elba church reported a total of 33 members with 11 baptisms 
and 13 additions by letter during the year. 


A building program was launched soon after the church was 
organized. It is said to have been a brick building located about 
where the office of THE ELBA CLIPPER is now, and facing East. 
‘.. Evidently the building was completed in a reasonable time. The 
*\; church entertained the 10th Annual Meeting of the Pea River 
Association in its new building in 1886. ; 


Judge Stevens also served as pastor in 1884 and was followed by 
Rey. N.C. Underwood in 1885. Underwood served through 1888 
and was succeeded by Rev. P.L. Moseley.in 1889. 


At the annual meeting of the Pea River Association in 1890, Elba 
and New Hope churches both requested ‘Letters of Dismission’’ 
from the Association, to join other associations. New Hope 
apparently changed its mind, as it continued to be reported as a 
member of the Association over the next few years. 


Elba Church, however, was out of the Pea River Association 
until 1895, when it requested re-admission. Did Elba join another 
association as indicated in their request for dismission from Pea 
River? The writer has spent hours in the Special Collection Library 
at Samford University searching through the records of every 
association of that date, south of Montgomery and east of Conecuh 
County, without finding Elba listed. Included in the associations 
were Alabama, Zion -(Covington), Conecuh, Salem, Haw Ridge, 
Judson, Newton, Columbia, Geneva and Sardis, and not a trace of 
Elba. So it seems that Elba remained independent of any 
associational ties during the five years. 


Some records have indicated a dispute with the Alabama Baptist 
State Mission Board on the part of the church, so we may have a 
clue as to why Elba requested separation from the Association, 
which was affiliated with the State Board. 


P.L. Moseley was pastor at the time. Dr. W.B. Crumpton, who 
was State Mission Secretary at the time, speaks of P.L. Moseley in 
his BOOK OF MEMORIES. He had known Moseley’s father in 
Dallas County, and describes him as ‘‘a good-natured Primitive 
Baptist’’, while the other members of the family were Missionary 
Baptists. 


Dr. Crumpton further states that P.L. Moseley’s nickname was 
‘*Pope.’’ Crumpton accused ‘‘Pope’’ of ‘‘being skittish on the 
subject of money, and of not taking collections.'' So it was probably 
on these matters that Dr. P.L. Moseley led the Elba church out of 
the Association. 


But after criticizing Moseley, Dr. Crumpton spoke of his many 
good qualities by saying, “‘His ministry has been eminently 
successful in building up the churches, and he has in the main 
‘lived the Gospel;"’ and what ‘‘Pope”’ lacked along this line, maybe 
he made up in others, so that there may be an evening up with us all 
at the last.”’ 


In 1888 Elba reported a Sabbath School with 32 members, and 38 
members the next year. While not affiliated with the Association 
from 1890 to 1895, Elba continued to grow and reported 73 members 
at the close of that period, with 23 baptisms for 1895. A.B. Metcalf 
had become pastor by that time. According to local records, W.A. 


Parker was the next pastor. 


In 1889 S.O.Y. Ray was called as pastor. The membership had 
grown to 145 and the church had gone from quarter to half-time 
preaching, was self-supporting, and no longer received financial 


help from the State Mission Board. 


In 1900 a ‘‘Ladies Aid Society’’ was formed of the Baptist and 
Methodist ladies to study missions. In 1906 the name was changed 
to Missionary Society, and in 1911 it became a Baptist organization. 


The first pastorium was built in 1901 while S.O.Y. Ray was the 


pastor. Ray was the father of Mrs. J.A. Carnley. 


The next pastor was Rev. R.M. Hunter, who also served 
Enterprise, and other churches over the county. He was followed by 
P.C. Barkley around 1906. Under Barkley’s leadership, the church 


went to full-time preaching. 


Ivy vines had covered the walls of the church building, and 
With them came chicken 
mites, and soon the mites invaded the building and made things 
lively for the worshippers. It became necessary to strip the vines

from the walls and spray the interior of the building. 


In 1911 plans were projected to erect a new church building. 
Ground-breaking services were held on May 12, 1913, at 5:30 in the 
evening. First a lot had been bought near the Methodist Church, 


both agreed later to move the date up to the end of the summer so 
that the tent could be left up for starting the mission, 


Arrangements were completed and the pastor asked the 
Brotherhood, which had recently been organized, to be responsible 
for setting up the tent. This was done on Saturday, August 15, 
1953, and the Bible School and revival started on the 17th. The 
Bible School was conducted by workers from the First Church. 
There were a number of preachers who spoke on different nights 
through the week. These included Seay, McGriff, Mezick and 
others. A Sunday Schoo: was started in the tent on sunday, August 
30, by the missionary and his wife, along with Rev. J.A. Jones, a 
member of First Baptist and a few other local people. No preaching 
services were held for the first few weeks, and the people were 
urged to go to the First Baptist for their services; but few, if any, did 
so. Soon, preaching services were begun in the tent, with the 
missionary and Rey. Jones speaking. A little later, Rev. Earl 
Holder, of Mississippi, came into the community and served as 
temporary pastor. By December, attendance at the mission had 
grown to about fifty. Many of the people were picked up by bus, 
around the edges of Elba, on a route set up by the missionary, who 
drove the bus for several months, until other men were enlisted to 
drive.

Early in 1954 a house and lot were purchased by the First 


Church as a meeting place for the mission. Later Mr. Flournoy 
Whitman gave one or two more small houses which were moved on 
to the lot for additional educational use. The mission was organized 
into the Westside Baptist Church on November 3, 1957. 


James Patrenos was employed as Music Director in January of 
1955. 


During 1955S bonds were issued by First Baptist in the amount of 
$100,000 for building an annex to the buildjng. On november 2, 
1958, the contract was let for the annex in the amount of $117,000. 
The building committee was Kimmey Dorsey, Chairman; George 
Hocutt, C.O. Allred and Melvin Boozer. Furnishing committee - 
Sam Sawyer, Mrs. Sam Sawyer, Dr. and Mrs. E.M. Warr, and Mr 
and Mrs; Jim Whitman. The decorating committee was Mrs. C.E. 
Dorsey, Mrs. Dan Brooks and Mrs. M.L. Seay. 


The following were elected trustees in 1958, and the church was 
incorporated: Melvin Boozer, George Hocutt, Fred Clark, George 
L. Collier, Henry Dorsey, J.H. Kimmey and Judge Eris Paul. 


Additional property had been bought for the mission in 1956, 
and the First Church agreed to build a $20,000 auditorium for the 
mission. Later the cost of the auditorium was assumed by 
Westside.

Joe Cole came as Music Director in June of 1959. 


Pastor Seay resigned effective January 1, 1961, and moved to 
the First Baptist Church of Dadeville. Dr. James E. Southerland of 
BBI served as interim pastor until the coming of Dr. Charles 
Graham on October 1, 1961. In 1966, Milton Lites was elected 
Director of Music and Youth. He served until January of 1969 when 
he resigned to go as a Foreign Missionary to Taiwan. The Elba 
church contributes to their support in Taiwan. 


Dr. Graham resigned in September of 1967 to move to the First 
Church in Greenville. The next pastor was Rey. James Auchmuty 
who began on May 12, 1968. The church voted to build a new 
pastorium, so that the Minister of Music could use the old one. 


Because many of the older church records are not available, we 
do not have a complete list of those who have served as deacons. 
Hawever, among those who have served are D.J. Brooks, R.G. 
Hutchinson, A.C. Brunson, Albert Prescott, W.T. Whitman, Y.W.. 
Rainer, D.F. Prescott, J.F. Brunson, J.N. Bonneau, C.P. Hayes, 
P.S. Mathis, H.H. Fuller, T.B. Bryan, L.P. Mullins, C.E. Dorsey, 
J.C. Fleming, Getheral Pinckard and others.

but it was decided this might be confusing, so that lot was sold and 
one bought at the present site. The committee to purchase this lot 
and to supervise the construction was composed of the following: 
Y.W. Rainer, J.A. Carnley, W.O. Vaughn and B.F. Connor. A 
baptistry was included; hitherto the baptismal services had been 
held in the river. The building was contracted to Mr. W.B. Perdue 
of Elba for the amount of $9,990. Some changes were made, and 
the cost was reported at $12,000. The first service was a joint 
Thanksgiving meeting on November 27, 1913. D.P. Lee, who was 
then pastor, brought the message. 


The next pastor after Lee was Dr. J.E. Cook, who served during 
1916. He was followed by Rev. E.S. Atkinson. L.A. Nall was pastor 
from 1919 to 1921, and was succeeded by Rev. Charles H. Germon. 
The spelling may have been German, but we used the one most 
often found. 


The financial strength of the church increased with the 
membership, and gifts to missions and benevolences were 
increasing. During the Baptist Seventy-five Million Campaign, 
which began in 1919, the church contributed $778 a year to world 
missions. The pastor's salary had increased to $1,200 a year, the 
church membership had increased to 384 and the Sunday School 
enrollment to 342, with an average attendance of 258. For the year 
1919, 40 baptisms were reported. 


S.A. Taylor was pastor for 1924-25, resigning September 25, 
1926. The next pastor was T.C. Mahan of Gilmer, Texas. By this 
time the pastor’s salary had increased to $2,400, and the church 
budget was $5,275, with $200 going to Associational Missions, and 
$2,000 to state and southwide causes. 


Rev. B.S. Franklin, who was also said to be from Texas, was 
called in 1928 and served for eight years unti! 1936. 


Franklin was pastor in 1929 when the great Elba Flood came. 
After the town was severely damaged by the flood waters, many 
people moved away, and the church suffered, along with other 
enterprises. During that year, the church lost more members than 
it gained; however, it continued to prosper. The Baptist Young 
People’s Union was organized during this time and grew rapidly. 
The WMU also increased to a membership of 75, including the 
youth organizations. 


Franklin resigned in late summer of 1936, and Rev. J.A. 
Timmerman of Hartford was called to succeed him as pastor. Early 
in 1937 a building program was launched, and the project took the 
form of putting a basement under the building. The committee to 
supervise the project was composed of U.E, Dorsey, Uozier Bryan 
and J.F. Brunson. 


The Sunday Schoo! is said to have reached its greatest 
enrollment during the pastorate of Timmerman, when in 1937 it 
reached 428, and in 1940 the church reported 488 enrolled. The 
average attendance went to 389 or more. 


A little later a small ouilding was erected apart from the church 
building for the Men’s Baraca Class. It was also used for meetings 
by the ladies and young people during the week. This building was 


used until 1949 when it was torn down, along with the other building 
to make way for the present auditorium and other facilities. 


Mrs. W.P. (Sallie) Boyd, the last of the charter members, died 
on August 2, 1939, 


Rey. O.M. Fox came as pastor on September 19, 1942. During 
the depression years, the pastor’s salary declined, and Fox was paid 
$1,800 his first year, in addition to the church’s furnishing a 
pastorium. 


The youth organizations thrived along with the WMU during the 
pastorate of O.M. Fox. Mrs. Fox was very active in promoting the 
missionary organizations. 


During the years of World War II, the church started buying 
Government bonds toward a building fund. In 1947 the church 
elected trustees, They were Dr, C.P. Hayes, Mr. R.L. Martin and 
Mr. Flournoy Whitman. In the Spring of 1949, a lanning 
committee was named to prepare for the erection of a new building: 
It was composed of Dozier Bryan, Chairman; Dr. C.P. Hayes, 
Claude Dorsey, Baxter Bryan, Sam Sawyer, R.L. Martin and Dan 
Nelson. 


It was decided to demolish the old building completely and build 
an entirely new structure. This work started on May 9, 1949, and 
the old building was soon out of the way, and construction started 
on the new edifice. Ground-breaking was held on May 30, 1949. 
The estimated cost of the building was $80,000. The building was 
completea in December, costing with the furnishings, approxi= 
mately $90,000. The first service was a Christmas pageant. 


The following, and perhaps others, have served as Clerk over 
the years. W.P. Boyd, J.J. Langham, R.H. Wilder, S.N. Rowe, 
C.S. Alirea, J.B. rinckard, J.W. Kendrick, C.H, Buck, C.S. 
Allred again, W.A. Prescott, J.F. Brunson, Will Kendrick, Wiley 
Sanford, Melvin Boozer, Fleetwood Carnley, Wiley Sanford again, 
Kimmey Dorsey, Mrs. Carlton Larkins, Mrs. Alva Devane, and 
Mrs. Lillie Morris, the present clerk. 


In 1950 the name was changed to First Baptist Church of Elba. 
The town was growing, and it was thought that another Baptist 
church might soon be needed. 


Elba was again host to the annual meeting of the Coffee County 
Baptist Association in 1950. 


Rev. O.M. Fox resigned in the late summer of 1951 to move to 
Carrollton, Alabama. Dr. J.E. Cook of Andalusia served as interim 
pastor for several months. Rev. Murray L. Seay came as pastor on 
January 15, 1952, The church yoted to build a new pastorium which 
was completed in the early summer of 1952, and Pastor Seay and his 
family moved into the nice new brick house 


About April ot 1953 the Associational Missionary vvnwcted 
Pastor Murray Seay of the First Baptist Church with the idea of 
setting up the Association's tent to hold a revival and Vacation Bible 
School, looking toward the establishment of a mission in the 
Western section of the city. A tentative date was set for June 15;

Elba First Baptist Church uses the rotating plan for deacons, 
and the inactive deacons may be rotated back to an active status 
from time to time.

On March 23, 1969, Robert Holliman began his work as Minister 
of Music, a position he still holds. He has the longest tenure of 
office of any full-time worker in the history of the church, including 
pastors. 


Auchmuty resigned in March of 1972 to move to the Shades 
Crest Church in Birmingham. Robert Davis came as the next pastor 
on August 13, 1972. He served as pastor until 1977 and resigned to 
accept a church in Lake City, Florida. 


Over the years the Dorsey family of Elba has made many 
financial contributions to the First Church, and to Westside Church 
in recent years. Mrs, C.E. Dorsey, Sr., left in her will a large 
amount to be invested, and the proceeds to be used for church 
causes. 


Among the ministers who have been ordained, or who have gone 
out from the Elba Church are: B.M. Stevens, Macon Miller, John 
Will Cox, Ray Foreman, Robert Mallory, John Frank Lindsey, 
Robert D. Holley and Jack Smith, Elmer Brunson was licensed to 
preach on August 21, 1932. There may have been others. 


The following and likely others have served as Sunday School 
superintendents: Y.W. Rainer, J.F. Brunson, W.F. Cooper, B.L. 
Black, G.C. Bowden, J.C. Fleming, W.F. Cooper again, Fred 
Clark, Kimmey Dorsey, Sam Sawyer, three times; Harold Hudson, 
Bobby King, and G.P. Miles. Walter Whitman served in the 
position for almost twenty years. 


Dr. W. Judson Vaughn, the present pastor, is a native of 
Montgomery, Alabama, and was ordained by the Forest Park 
Church of that city. He has served several churches in Alabama and 
Kentucky. He is a graduate of Samford University, and of the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary in Louisville, Kentucky, 
where he received the Master of Divinity degree in 1968, and the 
Doctor of Philosophy degree in 1971. 


At the seminary, Dr. Vaughn was an instructor in New 
Testament Greek, and Assistant Professor of New Testament 
Interpretation. He came to Elba from the pastorate of the First 
Baptist Church of Phenix City. Mrs. Vaughn is the former Linda’ 
Grace Glaze, who was born in Louisville, Kentucky, and grew up in 
New Orleans, Louisiana. She holds a Bachelor of Music degree 
from Samford University.

FISHIN’ TIPS 


from. ..Tom Mann 


DEAR TOM: “I'm learning to fish 
Jellyworms, like the firetails, but get 
more pecks than strikes. Am I doing 
something wrong? I usually fish in 
ponds.” BOB BROWN, 


HELLO BOB: You can bet your last 
firetail those pesky “peckers” are bait 
fish, possibly bluegills. When _ this 
happens, switch to a solid color worm 
and you'll eliminate those little fish 
fascinated by the firetail of the worm. 


BRER TOM: “I've been catching a 
lot of school bass lately, none over 
two/three pounds. How come they all 
are averaging so close in size?” 
BASSIN' BUDDY. 


DEAR BUDDY: These are called 
“year class” bass, meaning they all 
hatched at the same time. These 
younger bass hang together as they 
move about while older, lunkers are 
loners. 


HEY TOMBO: “I know you reel a 
crank bait fast, but can you tell me just 
how fast?” PUZZLED PETE. 


HELLO PETE: It's a misconception 
that crank baits should be reeled fast. 
The only time I reel really fast is to 
drive a lure deep in cold water. 
Normally, I reel the lure past me a few 
times to see at what speed it gives the 
best action, then I stick with that 
speed. If you want to drive a bait really 
deep, stick your rod tip under water. 


TOM: “I know you know all the pro 
fishermen well. Honest, who is the best 
fisherman today?” CHUNKER CHAR- 
LIE. 


HELLO CHUNKER: First, let me 
say I believe there are a lot of non-pros 
who could do just as well in tourna- 
ments, But, this is the only yardstick to 
fairly judge by, tournament trail 
records. Year after year, pound after 
pound, it’s got to be a heckuva 
fisherman and super fellow -- Roland 
Martin. 


HEY BASSIN’ MANN: “Do any of 
your freshwater tactics also work on 
saltwater fish?” SALTY PETE 


HELLO SALTY: You bet! As in 
freshwater, I look for old ship wrecks, 
car bodies, piers, rock piles, etc. Here 
small fish hide and bigger fish hang 
around trying to catch them. I drop a 
sting ray grub straight down and “feel” 
the bottom with it until one takes it. 
For faster-moving surface fish like 
bonito and mackerel, reel that grub as 
fast as you can move it. And I'm 
hardheaded about color choices. My 
top two favorites are white and white, 
in that order!

equipment to work on the lake’s 
exposed bottom. The shoreline 
was deepened and earthen 
fishing piers were constructed 
using the bottom material. 
Grass seed was sown to reduce 
erosion. Fish attractors were 
constructed from brush and 
trees, and were strategically 
placed around the new fishing 
piers. 

The shoreline length was 
increased by clearing brush 
and trees along the bank and the 
launching ramp was resurfaced 
to make boat launching easier. 

Fertilizer platforms were im- 
proved to increase the fertiliz- 
er’s effectiveness. 

These improvements will 
provide better access to the lake 
and they will provide better 
overall fishing for the citizens of 
Coffee County and the sur- 
rounding counties.

They were the 
Rev. Travis Hildreth and his 
wife, Elizabeth Hayes Hildreth, 
whose family originally came 
from Oermotee, Georgia, to 
Alabama. grandfather 
Hildreth was a preacher and he 
established Old Tabernacle 
Methodist Church and preached 
there as long as he lived. She 
said, ‘‘He NEVER accepted a 
penny from the church; he had 
a farm and:he said he had a 
living from it and he wouldn’t 
take any money for doing the 
Lord’s business.’’ A bronze 
plaque hangs.in the Old Taber- 
nacle Methodist Church today 
as mute testimony of his congre- 
gation’s love and admiration 
toward him. 


Her maternal grandparents 
were Robert Skipper, who was a 
truck farmer and sold produce 
and Sara Dowling, from the 
neighboring city of Ozark.

There were 8 Johnson child- 
ren born, but only two survived 
‘to adulthood --Mr. Dove and a 
brother, Ellihue, who was mar- 
ried to the former Willie Mae 
Rogers. Mr. Ellihue is now 
deceased, but, until his death, 
he and’ his wife resided in 
Chestnut Grove. Mr. Johnson's 
‘mother had the ‘‘World War | 
flu’’ right after she had given 
birth to a daughter, and both 
she and the baby died. Miss 


Jewel said Mr. Dove said he 
barely remembered his mother, 
but that he did remember they 
buried the baby in his mother’s 


arms. Five male children had 
preceded Mrs. Johnson and the 
infant daughter in death. 


Mr. Johnson was a ‘‘deter- 
mined man -- he had the opinion 
that if ANYBODY else could do 
it, then HE could do it!” 
Proudly, she added, ‘‘And, he 
COULD, too!”’ 


Mr. Johnson was, at various 
‘times, a farmer, Coffee County 
commissioner, worked at the 
Elba Exchange Bank, worked as 
a clerk in the Probate Office, 
and he was a rural mail carrier 
on Rt. One at the time of his 
death. 


Mrs. Johnson remembers 
how he would go to the office on 
weekends and stay over late 
during the week and practice on 
the typewriter until he was quite 
proficient when he was working 
as a clerk in the Probate Office. 


Miss Jewell shares her late 
husband's philosophy--that ‘‘we 
can do anything we want to -- IF 
we want to bad enough!’’ She 
said, ‘In all my years of 
teaching, 1 always STRESSED 
to the children NOT to say ‘I 
can’t’ -- say ‘I'll try’ or ‘I think I 
can’!"’ 


She taught school over 20 
years. That represents a

Mr. Johnson passed away in 
June of 1962.

You can’t cure fire blight 
once it has started. We 
recommend that a material 
called AGRI-STREP be used to 
prevent this damaging disease. 
AGRI-STREP should be avail- 
able at local supply centers. I 
would spray the first time 
beginning when the first pear 
blooms appear, and again end 
three more times at weekly 
intervals. Call me if you have 
questions on this treatment. 


CATFISH 

About 80 people attended 
the Catfish Production, Harvest- 
ing, and Marketing Meeting 
Tuesday. Actually, there is 
more interest in this project 
than I had anticipated. 

Dr. John Jensen, along with 
Mr. Ferrell Hudson of Elba, and

SHIFTING SAGA OF THE 
FAMILY CAR 

The all-purpose family car 
has been a central part of the 
American lifestyle; and _life- 
styles are changing. 

Until catalytic converters 
were mandated in the 1970's, 
car exhaust was a chief cause of 
air pollution, according to the 
American Lung Association. 
Now skyrocketing prices and 
fuel scarcity are altering the way 
we live and what we drive. 

Gasoline production — will 
reach a peak in 1982, predicts 
the Stanford Research Institute 
in California, then decline 
throughout the rest of the 
decade. The importance of the 
family car, they say, will travel 
the same downhill course. 

In the 1980's, the Institute 
predicts, a wider variety of 
vehicles --including motorbikes 
and electric cars -- will be used 
for short distances. Larger 
vehicles would be for longer 
trips. But many will be leased 
rather than owned. 

The car of the 1980's, say the 
Institute, will be made of 
heavy-duty plastic. Because it 
is lighter than today’s metal 
cars, it will use less gas. Lighter 
cars are also more adaptable to 
battery power. One major 
manufacturer is already testing 
a hybrid vehicle that runs on 
battery power at speeds up to 20 
miles per hour then switches 
over to gas at higher speeds. 
The company is also working on 
a four-cylinder vehicle that can 
be “‘turbocharged’’ to produce 
the same power as an eight- 
cylinder car,

It is not when, how often, or 
the kind of alcoholic beverage 
one drinks that determines 
whether he has a drinking 
problem.

COMMON TOE CORN 
CAN BE CURED 


The common toe corn 
is now an ailment of the 
past, 

In fact, the Academy of 
Ambulatory Foot Surgery, a 
professional society of podi- 
atrists with the skills and 
instruments to perform 
surgery in their offices, be- 
lieves that the toe corn 
can be eliminated entirely 
through in-office procedures 
which eradicates the basic 
cause. 

The research committee 
directing the toe corn study, 
said reports by the nearly 
2,000 Academy members 
indicate ‘“‘overwhelming 
success in permanently re- 
moving the bone deformities 
that cause toe corns utilizing 
in-office procedures that are 
completed in a brief period 
of time.” 

The toe corn, which is 
second only to the common 
cold in causing discomfort 
to Americans, results from 
an abnormal bone structure. 
The corn forms when the 
area is irritated, either from 
ill-fitting shoes or by 
exercise, 


“By removal of the bone 
projection,” said the 
Academy Committee, podi- 
atrists who are ambulatory 
foot surgeons have found 
there is no recurrence in 
over 99% of the cases in 
their files,”” 

Bone deformities also 
can result in painful bunions, 
callouses, in-grown nails 
and other pain causing foot 
ailments. 

“Shoes are not the pri- 
mary causes of such 
ailments,” the podiatrists

ENERGY 

The dishwasher burns 
energy two ways -- it uses 
electricity and hot water. You 
can save on both by operating 
the washer only when it is filled 
to capacity. But remember, 
washing and rinsing dishes by 
hand may not be such a good 
idea if you are trying to save 
energy. The hand method, if 
used three times a day, con- 
sumes more hot water and 
energy than one load a day in an 
automatic dishwasher. 


THE POINTED TOE 

The question: What causes 
bunions? The answer: There 
are numerous causes that range 
from the shape and bone 
structure of the foot that one is 
born with, to joint disease, such 
as rheumatoid arthritis. The 
most common cause of bunions 
is shoes with pointed toes, 
especially when the shoes are 
too short and have high heels. 
The net result of wearing such 
shoes is to force the big toe 
(more elegantly referred to as 
the ‘‘great’’ toe) toward the 
outer side of the foot, thereby 
putting abnormal pressure on 
the inner side of the joint where 
the big toe joins the rest of the 
foot. The response to such 
long-term pressure is a partial 
dislocation of the toe joint, along 
with a buildup of surrounding 
soft tissue and underlying bone; 
resultant swelling, redness and 
tenderness produce what is 
popularly known as a bunion. 

Most bunions cause little 
more than cosmetic problems -- 
provided the shoes worn are 
soft, wide and roomy. However, 
bunions make shoe fitting diffi- 
cult and stylish footwear impos- 
sible. Disabling pain may be 
controlled by anti-inflammatory 
drugs, but surgical correction of 
the deformity is sometimes 
necessary for relief. However, 
surgery for purely cosmetic 
reasons is likely to be disap- 
pointing. In the absence of 
significant deformity and pain, 
the pros and cons of surgical 
treatment should be weighed 
very carefully before deciding to 
operate. It is cheaper and safer 
to get shoes that fit the foot than 
to try to make the feet fit 
conventional shoes surgically. 


FOOD SHOPPING 

Have you ever noticed that 
food items you buy most often, 
like flour and sugar, are placed 
on grocery shelves in out-of-the- 
way places? They’re usually 
placed very low on shelves, 
while the new products and 
impulse type items are placed at 
eye level. 

Grocers do this because they 
know you'll reach for the foods 
you need. With the new foods 
at eye level, you'll be more 
tempted to buy them, 

To beat this strategy, make a 
shopping list. And buy only the 
foods on it.

TO FILE OR NOT TO FILE 

Do teenagers have to file 
income tax returns? 

The answer is yes. If you 
have received a taxable income 
of $1,000 during the year, and 
you can be claimed as a 
dependent by a parent or 
guardian, you must file. 

“Claimed as a dependent’ 
means someone else is getting a 
tax exemption for you because 
he or she is paying more than 
half of your living expenses. 

Even though this person 
claimed you on his tax form, a 
special rule allows you, as a 
minor or student, to also claim a 
$1,000 exemption for yourself. 

“Taxable income’’ means all 
income except that excluded by 
law, such as Social Security and 
Veterans’ benefits. 

This can include money 
earned from a payroll, money 
earned from ‘‘off the record’’ 
odd jobs and interest received 
from a savings account or trust 
fund. 

Remember, if you were 
employed part-time and did not 
claim a special exemption from 
withholding, you had excessive 
taxes withheld from your pay- 
check. You must file to get it 
back. 

If you are a dependent and 
received $1,000 or more and did 
not have taxes taken out, you 
are required by law to file. 

If you are not a dependent, 
you can have received $3,300 
before you must file a return. 

Remember, if you had exces- 
sive taxes withheld, you must 
file by April 15 to get the money 
back.
